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Dozens caught in drug sweep 


Undercover operation 
launched following 
residents’ complaints

West-end drug users are going to 
have lot more trouble scoring their 
poison, after police cracked down on 
a "dial-a-dope" operation that has 


landed a small army of dealers in jail. 

Project Wagia was an undercover 
operation that put West Division 
officers in the role of druggies, buy¬ 
ing small quantities of cocaine from 
dealers who often delivered within 
minutes after being called. 

"It was a fairly labour-intensive 
effort for us, but it was done in re¬ 
sponse to complaints from the com¬ 
munity, largely south of Stony Plain 
Road," said Edmonton Police Serv-

ices Supt. Joe Marshall at West Di¬ 
vision headquarters yesterday. 

"Those are quieter, residential 
neighbourhoods that were inundated 
with people delivering drugs there. 


When you're exposed to that for 
many months on end, it becomes ap¬ 
parent what's going on there." 

The project has been underway 
since February, and police have 
laid a total of 127 charges against 
34 men and women between the 
ages of 16 and 34. 

"The fact that we were able to 
arrest so many people and garner 
so many charges proves that we 
were successful, and we hope it's 


going to reduce the negative im¬ 
pact on these communities." 

Marshall added that the bust 
won't stop drug trafficking in the 
area, but that it will slow it signif¬ 
icantly. 

"It's going to make a lot of the 
traffickers nervous and we hope 
that some of the 34 individuals are 
going to stay in custody for some 
time to come."

RCMP divers 
were about to take the search 
under water, when Berg was 
found at the Ministik Bird Sanctu¬ 
ary on Monday, about five kilo¬ 
metres south of his daughter's 
home. 

Berg was lying beside a build¬ 
ing, conscious, with minor injuries 
and was taken to hospital via 
STARS Air Ambulance.

1,400 may have 
been exposed 
to hepatitis B

Health officials are busy 
tracking down 1,400 pa¬ 
tients who have been poten¬ 
tially exposed to hepatitis B 
after an Edmonton dentist 
was diagnosed with the dis¬ 
ease in February. 

Those who have been pa¬ 
tients of Dr. Byron Wong, 
who practised in Edmon¬ 
ton's south side since 2001, 
are at "very low risk of get¬ 
ting the disease," cautioned 
Dr. Garry Predy, Capital 
Health's medical health offi¬ 
cer. 

In fact, catching the dis¬ 
ease is somewhere "between 
one in 10,000 to one in 
100,000," said Predy yester¬ 
day. 


"This is a unique situation, 
but we are concerned about 
those patients," said Predy. 

"It's not a public health 
emergency." 

Nurses have already 
begun calling patients to let 
them know about what they 
could have been exposed to, 
said Predy, along 
with offering vol¬ 
untary testing. 

Reaching all of 
Wong's patients 
could take two to 
three months, 

Predy said. 

In some cases, 
the disease can 
cause liver scar¬ 
ring or failure and 
it can be spread through 
bodily fluids. 

The 37-year-old dentist, 
who voluntarily closed his 
office at 11044 51 Ave. in 
February when he was diag¬ 
nosed with the disease, 
won't be returning to den¬ 


tistry until a review panel 
determines it's safe for his 
patients, said Dr. Jonathan 
Skuba, president with the Al¬ 
berta Dental Association. 

"Dr. Wong has been very 
co-operative and has acted 
in a professional manner," 
said Skuba. 

"He has agreed 
to let his name be 
used because he 
wants to ensure 
that his current 
and former pa¬ 
tients are aware of 
the situation so 
they can be tested 
as a precaution." 

Health officials 
said they didn't 
make the incident public 
until yesterday because of 
delays in compiling the list of 
patients, along with the 
number of reviews and hear¬ 
ings that were looking into 
the case.

Albertans ready 
for their licence 
plates to change 


More than 33,000 
responded in 
consultation

Alberta drivers can expect to 
see new and colourful licence 
plates by next spring and that 
could include scrapping the 
slogan "Mid Rose Country." 

But don't expect to see the 
new plates on 
the front of ve¬ 
hicles anytime 
soon, says the 
provincial 
government, 
despite public 
pressures 
from law enforcement offi¬ 
cials and safety groups. 

Of more than 33,000 Al¬ 
bertans who responded to a 
three-month consultation, 
most preferred "Strong and 
Free," the province's official 
motto in the plate over Wild 
Rose Country. 

The majority of Albertans 
in the consultation are also 
not too keen about the idea of 
reintroducing plates on the 
front of vehicles — some¬ 
thing Service Alberta Minis¬ 
ter Heather Klimchuk has 
confirmed the province 


Phase-out 

It will take two years to 
phase out the old plates 
and will cost close to $12 
million that will be paid for 
through registration fees. 


won't be bringing back. 

In a public opinion poll, 
however, more people were 
keen on keeping Wild Rose 
Country in the plate. 

"There is no clear direction 
on what the slogan should be," 
said Klim¬ 
chuk. 

"This is 
something we 
will have to 
determine" 
The major¬ 
ity also want 
to see the current, plain plate 
replaced with a reflective one 
that is full of colour with pos¬ 
sibly mountains in the back¬ 
ground. 

The province received a 
hundreds of handmade de¬ 
signs. 

Robert Marsh, a Calgarian 
who submitted a blue plate 
with yellow lettering that re¬ 
sembles Alberta's flag, says a 
new plate is overdue. 

'Alberta's plate was cutting 
edge when it came out 25 
years ago, but it's not cutting 
edge anymore," said Marsh.

Ignition interlocks 
for drunk drivers

Alberta's worst drunk driv¬ 
ers must start their cars and 
trucks by blowing into a 
beeping alcohol sensor begin¬ 
ning next month, the provin¬ 
cial government announced 
yesterday. 

And along with paying 
thousands of dollars in penal¬ 
ties, drunk drivers must also 
put up cash towards in¬ 
stalling the high-tech devices, 
along with application fees 
and a $ 105 monthly rent. 

"If people choose to be id¬ 
iots, they (the drivers) should 
pay for it, not the taxpayers," 
Alberta Transportation Min¬ 


ot her provinces 

Ontario made the high- 
tech devices mandatory in 
every vehicle owned by a 
drunk driver six years ago 
and other provinces have 
formed similar programs. 


ister Luke Ouellette said yes¬ 
terday. 

Staff Sgt. Barry Maron with 
the Edmonton Police Traffic 
Section says he doesn't expect 
to see a decline in impaired 
driving offences, but it's a step 
in the right direction. 

"People will still continue to 
drink and drive," said Maron. 

"This is just one more mes¬ 
sage to the public that this is 
not acceptable and we are 


taking some action." 

Drivers who have been re¬ 
peat offenders in the last 10 
years and those who have re¬ 
fused to provide a breath 
sample are also required to 
have the devices. 

Each driver is required to 
use the devices for six 
months before a review de¬ 
termines if the machines 
should be removed. 

Each convicted driver 
must also bring their vehicles 
in for an inspection every 60 
days as an installer checks 
how many times the ma¬ 
chine has failed the vehicle 
owner from driving.

Rate hikes as high as 37 per 
cent were bandied about as a 
means to deal with rising 
costs after an Alberta soft tis¬ 


sue claims limit was struck 
down by the courts, accord¬ 
ing to some car insurance in¬ 
dustry insiders. 

Peace Hills Insurance vice- 
president Jamie Hotte said 
33 per cent of his company's 
proposed hike at the Alberta 
Auto Insurance Rate Board 
public hearing would be nec¬ 


essary to lessen the impact of 
the law changing after the 
$4,000 soft tissue claim cap 


was struck down earlier this 
year, while the other 4 per 
cent is for inflation. 


"Sticker shock, absolutely, 
but that's not to say there 
isn't a way we can prevent 
this from happening all at 
once," Hotte said. "If that cap 
is gone, it eventually has to 
affect the driving public, 
that's all there is to it." 

If the 37 per cent hike is 
adopted by the board, which 


will make its decision in Au¬ 
gust, more than a month 
ahead of the province's court 
appeal date to reinstate the 
$4,000 cap, it could put Al¬ 
berta's insurance rates among 
the highest in the country. 

The new rates would come 
into affect in November.

Car bomb kills 51 in Baghdad 


A powerful car bomb ex¬ 
ploded in a crowded market 
area of Baghdad yesterday, 
killing 51 people and wound¬ 
ing 75, in the deadliest attack 
in the Iraqi capital in months. 

Police said the bomb was 
placed in a pickup truck 
parked next to minibus taxis 
near the main market in the 


predominantly Shiite neigh¬ 
bourhood of al-Hurriya in 
northwestern Baghdad. The 
explosion left a heap of smok¬ 
ing, mangled wreckage. 

At that time of day, the mar¬ 
ket is packed with shoppers 
buying food. Police said 51 
people were killed and 75 
wounded, including women 


and children. The blast set fire 
to 20 shops and levelled a 
multi-storey building, a secu¬ 
rity source said. 

U.S. officials blamed Sunni 
Arab al Qaeda militants for the 
huge car bombs that regularly 
hit Baghdad in 2006 and 2007, 
at the height of sectarian con¬

Republican John McCain's 
camp accused Democratic 
presidential rival Barack 
Obama yesterday of being 
weak on terrorism, drawing 
a sharp rebuke from Obama 
on the politically charged 
issue of how to deal with Is¬ 
lamic extremists. 

In an exchange reminis¬ 
cent of the 2004 U.S. presi¬ 
dential campaign, McCain's 
advisers pounced on Obama 
for saying terrorism suspects 
could be treated as criminals 
"within the constraints of the 
Constitution." 

They said his comments 
reflected a dangerous failure 
to understand the threat 
posed by terrorism. 

"We have seen that Senator 


Obama is a perfect manifesta¬ 
tion of a September 10th 
mindset," McCain adviser 
Randy Schuenemann said. The 
comment echoed Karl Rove, 
the former political adviser to 
President George W. Bush, 
who in 2006 accused Democ¬ 


rats of a "pre-9/11" worldview. 

"He brings the attitude, the 
failures of judgment, the 
weakness and the misunder¬ 
standing of the nature of our 
adversaries," Schuenemann 
said. 

The Illinois senator quickly 


fired back, saying Republi¬ 
cans had little standing to 
criticize him on the issue. 

"These are the same guys 
who helped engineer the dis¬ 
traction of the war in Iraq at 
a time when we could have 
pinned down the people who 
actually committed 9/11," 
Obama said on his campaign 
plane. 

"What they're trying to do 
is to do what they've done 
every election cycle, which is 
to use terrorism as a club to 
make the American people 
afraid," Obama said. 

McCain and Obama will 
face off in November's presi¬ 
dential election. McCain, a 
former Navy pilot and Viet¬ 
nam prisoner of war, has 
stressed national security 
and tried to paint Obama as 
too inexperienced to be 
trusted as commander in

Air Canada will cut 2,000 
jobs and crimp its capacity 
by 7 per cent as runaway fuel 
prices sap the profitability of 
many of its routes, the airline 
said yesterday. 

Air Canada's drastic action, 
which translates into a 7 per 
cent cut in its 28,000-strong 
workforce, follows moves by

WestJet Airlines says it 
has no plans cut jobs or 
routes.

Hyundai compact 
does not skimp 
on quality, fun

Ten grand. Well, $9,995 if you 
want to split hairs. That's the 
cash price on the 2008 
Hyundai Accent L three-door, 
a hatchback that was already 
a likable little compact car. 

The price, incidentally, 
doesn't extend to the sedan 
version, and expectedly you 
get a pretty basic car for the 
money. 

But it's 10 grand—what do 
you expect? The biggest and 
most-essential option is air 
conditioning, which isn't stan¬ 
dard equipment, and rings in 
at $1,678.95 as a dealer-in- 
stalled option. Add another 
$1,000 if you want the op¬ 
tional four-speed automatic. 

If you'd like the full run¬ 
down of what to expect after 
slipping behind the wheel of 
the least expensive car in 
Canada (a claim shared by its 
similarly priced Kia Rio corpo¬ 
rate cousin), you’ll find: power 
steering, 14-inch steel wheels 
with full wheel covers, dual 
front airbags, seatbelt pre-ten¬ 
sioners, 60/40-split folding 
rear seats, multi-adjustable 
driver's seat, four-speaker 
AM/FWCD/MP3 stereo, tinted 
glass, rear spoiler, and rear 
wiper/washer. 

The Accent L's engine is a 
torque-rich, 1.6-litre four- 
cylinder rated at 110 horse¬ 
power that's a good match 
for the optional four-speed

automatic transmission. 
The standard five-speed 
manual works well, though 
the long throws between 
gears detracts from the 
sporty ride. 

There's nothing out of the 
ordinary on the chassis or on 
the steering and suspension 
side, but it's the end product 
that counts and the Accent 
delivers a solid feel on the 


road. The ride is slightly firm, 
but the body doesn't lean 
much and this appealing lit¬ 
tle car takes corners very 
confidently. 

The subcompact segment 
in Canada is alive with tough 
competitors these days. Wit¬ 
ness the Honda Fit and Nis¬ 
san's Versa, not to mention 
the Suzuki Swift, Chevrolet 
Aveo, Pontiac Wave, Toyota 


Yaris and Kia Rio. In this cat¬ 
egory, Hyundai sees the Yaris 
as its main rival and, in typi¬ 
cal Hyundai fashion, it's tak¬ 
ing on the Toyota with a 
bigger car and more stuff for 
the money. 

If you've got very little to 
spend, even a well-main¬ 
tained used car may be on 
your radar. But arranging fi¬ 
nancing, making sure the ve¬ 
hicle is sound, and warranty 
headaches can result from 
not doing your homework. 
Buying a super-inexpensive 
car from a dealership allevi¬ 
ates those concerns—plus it 
lets you slip into a "new" car. 

Before the price reduction, 
the Accent could hold its own 
against its market rivals. 
Now, it looks ready to also 
compete on quality and in 
the "fun factor" sweepstakes.

Fit proves Honda 
can still build 
great subcompacts

The likable four-door, five- 
seat Fit is Honda's entry-level 
product, positioned below the 
much-loved Civic model. 

Since the Fit's 2001 debut 
in Japan (where it's also 
built), the Fit has spread to 
117 countries (including Eu¬ 
rope under the "Jazz" name), 
won several awards, and has 
already surpassed the one 
million sales mark. 

There's a conscious effort 
throughout to engineer as 
much cargo room as possible 
into the Fit's compact dimen¬ 
sions.

U.S. considers 
proposal for hotel 
on Alcatraz Island 

The U.S. National Park Serv¬ 
ice is considering adding a 
hotel to Alcatraz Island, site 
of one of the world's most 
notorious prisons. 

Unlike the cells afforded to 
inmates such as A1 "Scarface" 
Capone, the facility would 
offer upscale accommoda¬ 
tions like those now available 
at the Ahwahnee Hotel in 
California's Yosemite Na¬ 
tional Park. 

"People are constantly say¬ 
ing they want to see more of 
the island," National Park 
Service Spokesman Rich 
Weideman said. 'A hotel 
would be the ultimate expe¬ 
rience in visitor access." 

Alcatraz Island is run by 
the U.S. National Park Serv¬ 
ice and is already San Fran¬ 
cisco's second most-popular 


tourist attraction, after its 
famed cable cars. About 1.5 
million people take ferries to 
visit the prison cellblock 
every year, and summer tick¬ 
ets sell out weeks ahead. 

But many visitors say they 
also want to see parts of the 
12-acre (5-hectare) island that 
are closed to the public, in¬ 
cluding wildlife areas, the 
room where prison guards 
bowled and the prison theater 
where gangsters watched 
From Here To Eternity. 

A hotel, likely built in a 
structure that once housed 
prison guards, would for the 
first time offer the general 
public 24-hour access to "the 
Rock" and capitalize on the 
park's popular night-time 
tours. That's when evening 
fog shrouds San Francisco 
from view. But island visi¬ 
tors, like the prisoners before 
them, can still hear activity 
emanating from the city. "It's 


a very eerie experience," Wei¬ 
deman said. 

Many development ideas, 
including adding a casino or 
a new prison, have been 
floated since the federal pen¬ 
itentiary closed on Alcatraz 
in 1963, according to news¬ 
paper USA Today. But the is¬ 
land's status as a national 
historic landmark set within 
a national park has made de¬ 
velopment difficult. 

The hotel is one of several 
proposals the park service is 


now weighing as part of its 
new general management 
plan, which will guide park 
development and renovation 
for the next 20 years. 

Others include serving 
food to visitors in the prison 
cafeteria and adding boat 
tours to the island's perime¬ 
ter. The park service is taking 
comment on the proposals 
and will use public remarks 
to create a new draft of the 
general plan next year, Wei¬ 
deman Said. REUTERS

Tips for staying 
fit on the road

S tripped of exercise 
equipment, routine — 
and, well, discipline — it’s 
not always easy staying fit 
on the road. The life of a 
travel writer is random, 
with little opportunity to 
spend a night in the same 
hotel, let alone maintain a 
monthly gym membership. 

For the past few years, 
I’ve struggled with how to 
stay in shape while travel¬ 
ling but as I prepare for my 
upcoming stint abroad, I’ve 
finally enlisted the help of 
a professional. 

Nathan Mellalieu is 
founder of Studeo 55 , a 
boutique health club in 
the heart of Vancouver. 

This former college foot¬ 
ball player tuned gym-Pres- 
ident has worked with the 
likes of Anne Hathaway, 
Jennifer Garner and Ben 
Affleck, whipping them 
into shape with a series of 
specialized workouts. 

Appreciating the fact 
that I roam around like a 
gypsy without the luxuries 
of a trainer, treadmill or 


weights, Nathan assures 
me that there are ways to 
stay fit while I travel. He of¬ 
fers the following advice: 

There are many exercises 
that can be done on the 
floor of your hotel room: 
Squats, lunges and push¬ 
ups, the ultimate upper 
body exercise. 

Running is a great way to 
burn fat and keep the body 
trim. Run hard for three 
minutes, rest for one. Re¬ 
peat this 5-7 times. 

If you don’t mind carry¬ 
ing a few extra items in 
your suitcase, buy a heart 
rate monitor (to workout 
within your desired target 
heart rate) and an elastic 
band (for resistance train¬ 
ing). There are a variety of 
arm exercises that can be 
done with a simple, light¬ 
weight band. 

While waiting for con¬ 
necting flights in the air¬ 
port lounge, go for a walk 
instead of just sitting. 

When coming home 
from a long day of sight¬ 
seeing, walk up the stairs 
to your hotel room instead 
of taking the elevator.

F unny thing about those 
gadgets in Get Smart.

btjunkie.org revealed that 
both shows have already 
been disseminated pretty 
widely, with hundreds of 
“seeders” for True Blood 
alone. 

Now, I realize that I’m 
being a naughty boy by 
even talking about this 
stuff, but the fact is that 
screeners get leaked all the 
time, and if you’re really 
hot to see a show, either a 
few weeks or months after 
it’s aired, or just as long in 


advance, chances are you’ll 
probably be able to find it 
out there in the Internet’s 
capacious grey zones. The 
media is usually blamed, 
but by the time newspapers 
and magazines have been 
serviced with sneak pre¬ 
views of new shows, they’ve 
usually already made their 
appearance online, put out 
there by someone a bit 
higher in the screener food 
chain at the studios or 
their production and dupli¬ 
cation houses. 

Having finished product 
available long before it’s 
supposed to be broadcast — 
even if it’s theoretically 
meant for a select audience 
— is the real problem, since 
simple laws of supply and 
demand, not to mention 
human nature, means that 
leaks will happen, no mat¬ 


ter how much security is 
put in place. Lawsuits 
won’t work either, Holly¬ 
wood homies —just ask 
your depressed buddies in 
the music business. 

What’s required at this 
point is a whole new way of 
looking at production and 
programming — a change 
that’s basically revolution¬ 
ary, if you’re a network ex¬ 
ecutive working with a 
business model that hasn’t 
changed since Burns And 
Allen was a radio show. For¬ 
get broadcasting, fall de¬ 
buts, even seasons; with a 
pilot in hand, the networks 
— or any producer with ac¬ 
cess to a distribution net¬ 
work online — can make a 
show available, and gauge 
audience response accord¬ 
ingly, and at a fraction of 
the cost of producing 


episodes in advance of de¬ 
mand. 

Every fall, shows fall by 
the wayside after just a 
handful of episodes, with 
even more in the can, 
while networks scramble 
for replacements for the 
now-vacant time slot, to 
the consternation of adver¬ 
tisers. Every year, this sys¬ 
tem looks more and more 
precarious, and the sense 
of dissatisfaction and anxi¬ 
ety increases, while the au¬ 
diences have already begun 
consuming programming 
the way they want — at 
their leisure. The future, at 
least for TV, is now — some¬ 
body just has to tell the 
networks.
